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LOCATION 

The  College  of  Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  located  near  the  Cook 
County  Hospital  in  the  great  medical  center  on  the  west  side  of  Chicago.  The 
work  of  the  College,  together  with  the  related  work  in  the  Colleges  of  Medicine 
and  Pharmacy  and  the  Graduate  College,  is  centralized  in  the  Medical  and  Den- 
tal College  Laboratories  Building,  facing  on  Polk,  Wood,  and  Wolcott  Streets. 
The  campus,  which  is  about  three  miles  from  the  "Loop,"  or  main  business  dis- 
trict of  the  city,  can  be  reached  conveniently  by  elevated  train,  street  car,  or 
automobile. 

The  University  buildings  contain  the  administrative  offices  of  the  three  col- 
leges, the  library,  several  museums,  many  classrooms  and  large  laboratories  for 
class  work,  numerous  smaller  laboratories  for  individual  research  projects,  an 
autopsy  amphitheater,  a  large  and  unusually  well-equipped  surgical  amphitheater, 
and  the  clinics  of  the  College  of  Dentistry.  The  Student  Union  Building  is  at 
715  South  Wood  Street. 

Available  for  instruction  are  the  Research  and  Educational  Hospitals  and  the 
Illinois  Surgical  Institute  for  Children,  both  of  which  were  operated  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  until  they  were  transferred  to  the  University  in 
1941.  Additional  facilities  for  instruction  and  research  are  available  in  the 
Illinois  Neuropsychiatric  Institute,  the  Illinois  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  and  the 
Institute  for  Juvenile  Research,  which  are  located  on  or  near  the  campus  and  are 
operated  jointly  by  the  University  and  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

HISTORY 

The  College  of  Dentistry  was  originally  an  independent,  proprietary  institution 
before  becoming  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Illinois.  It  was  founded  in  1892 
as  the  Columbian  Dental  College,  becoming  in  1898  the  Illinois  School  of  Dentis- 
try. It  was  first  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Illinois  in  1901,  being  called  the 
School  of  Dentistry  until  1905,  when  its  name  was  changed  to  the  College  of 
Dentistry.  In  1913  the  University  assumed  complete  control,  and  the  College 
of  Dentistry  became  an  organic  part  of  the  University.  It  is  now  located  in  the 
same  building  with  the  Colleges  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy,  using  the  same 
laboratories,  classrooms,  and  library,  and  to  a  large  degree  the  same  pre-clinical 
faculty. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  is  composed  of  eleven  members,  including  the  Governor  and  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  who  serve  ex  officio,  nine  members  being  elected 
by  the  people  of  the  state  for  terms  of  six  years. 

Under  the  University  Statutes  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  affairs 
of  the  University  are  administered  by  the  President,  the  Provost,  the  Vice- 
President,  the  Deans  and  Directors  of  the  Colleges  and  Schools,  and  other  ad- 
ministrative officers,  most  of  whom  are  located  on  the  main  campus  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  Urbana.  The  Chicago  departments  are  organized  in  three  Colleges  — 
Dentistry,  Medicine,  and  Pharmacy  —  each  College  having  its  own  Dean,  and  all 
being  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Vice-President. 
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The  University  Senate  is  composed  of  members  of  the  faculty  who  have  full 
professorial  rank  and  others  who  are  in  charge  of  departments,  both  at  Urbana 
and  in  Chicago. 

Members  of  the  faculty  in  each  College  cooperate  with  those  in  other  Col- 
leges of  the  University,  both  in  instruction  and  in  research.  Staff  members  of  the 
basic  science  departments  in  the  College  of  Medicine  give  instruction  also  for 
students  of  dentistry,  pharmacy,  and  occupational  therapy. 

CLINICS  AND  HOSPITALS 

The  Dental  Clinics  are  on  the  fifth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  twelfth,  and  thirteenth 
floors  of  the  east  unit  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  College  Laboratories  Building. 
Here  each  third-year  and  fourth-year  student  is  provided  with  the  most  modern 
equipment  and  performs  (under  careful  faculty  supervision)  the  required  dental 
operations  on  patients  assigned  to  him.  Approximately  6,000  patients  pass  through 
these  Dental  Clinics  annually. 

The  Research  and  Educational  Hospital,  planned  and  built  for  teaching  and 
investigation,  connects  directly  with  the  classrooms  and  laboratories  of  the  col- 
leges of  Dentistry,  Medicine,  and  Pharmacy.  Each  year  nearly  6,000  patients,  all 
charity  cases,  are  admitted.  There  are  seven  surgical  operating  rooms,  all  with 
facilities  for  students,  including  a  large  amphitheater,  seating  nearly  200,  com- 
pletely equipped  for  all  types  of  dental  and  medical  surgery.  There  is  also  a  well- 
equipped  cancer  clinic  with  a  400,000-volt  therapeutic  X-ray  machine  and  an 
adequate  supply  of  radium.  The  entire  hospital  is  constantly  in  use  for  teaching. 

LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUMS 

The  library  contains  a  comprehensive  collection  of  standard  and  modern  works 
on  dental,  medical,  and  pharmaceutical  subjects,  with  over  850  current  peri- 
odicals and  more  than  87,000  books  on  the  shelves  at  present.  It  is  used  by  pro- 
fessional men  throughout  the  Chicago  area,  and  its  service  to  the  University 
staff  and  student  body  is  supplemented  by  loan  arrangements  with  other  libraries. 

The  College  of  Dentistry  has  a  museum  of  dental  anatomy  and  comparative 
odontology  containing  1,500  specimens. 

The  College  of  Medicine  has  two  museums:  the  Anatomy  Museum,  includ- 
ing gross  anatomy,  histology,  embryology,  and  neurology;  and  the  Pathology 
Museum,  including  general,  special,  and  medico-legal  specimens. 

The  College  of  Pharmacy  has  a  museum  including  more  than  10,000  speci- 
mens of  crude  drugs  and  technical  products.  One  collection  is  classified  accord- 
ing to  botanical  origin  and  is  arranged  in  cases  illustrating  habitat,  commerce, 
etc.  Another  collection  contains  every  drug  officially  listed  in  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  since  1820  or  in  the  National  Formulary  since  1888. 

RECREATIONAL  FACILITIES 

The  social  and  recreational  center  for  students,  alumni,  and  faculty  members  is 
the  Chicago  Illini  Union  Building,  715  South  Wood  Street.  Its  facilities  include 
a  cafeteria,  grill,  soda  fountain,  browsing  room,  music  room,  gymnasium,  meeting- 
rooms,  and  game  rooms.  Intramural  sports  under  a  trained  director  are  en- 
couraged, and  facilities  and  equipment  are  available  for  softball,  touch  football, 
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horseshoes,  tennis,  archery,  wrestling,  fencing,  badminton,  basketball,  handball, 
and  ping  pong.  Through  special  arrangements,  the  swimming  pools  of  the  nearby 
Y.M.C.A.  and  Y.W.C.A.  are  available  to  students.  In  winter  the  cement  tennis 
courts  are  flooded  for  ice  skating. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

General  Regulations  and  Directions 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Examiner  and  Recorder,  1853  West  Polk  Street,  Chicago  12.  Official  creden- 
tials, covering  all  collegiate  and  secondary  school  work  done  by  the  applicants, 
must  be  sent  directly  from  each  institution  attended.  Since  space  limitations  make 
it  necessary  to  restrict  enrollment,  applicants  should  have  their  credentials  mailed 
to  the  Examiner  and  Recorder  as  early  as  possible.  Applications  will  be  received 
at  any  time  within  nine  months  before  the  date  for  registration.  New  classes 
enroll  only  in  the  fall,  usually  late  in  September. 

Veterans  of  World  War  II  may  attend  under  the  provisions  of  Public  Law 
16  (Rehabilitation)  or  Public  Law  346  (G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights).  Under  each  act  the 
government  pays  school  charges  and  provides  required  books  and  equipment  to 
the  amount  of  $500  annually.  The  veteran  should  consult  the  Office  of  Veterans 
Administration  to  apply  for  the  benefits  of  either  act.  Veterans  who  make  appli- 
cation will  be  given  special  consideration  as  their  service  record  may  make 
advisable.  Men  who  have  been  injured  or  specially  decorated  in  service  will  be 
considered  accordingly. 

Credentials  accepted  for  admission  become  the  property  of  the  University 
and  are  kept  permanently  in  the  files. 

Health  Certificates.  —  For  each  applicant  whose  previous  record  meets  the 
requirements  for  admission,  or  who  appears  likely  to  meet  them  before  the 
opening  of  the  school  year  when  he  desires  to  enroll,  the  health  officer  at  the  last 
institution  attended  will  be  asked  to  furnish  a  certificate  concerning  the  appli- 
cant's health,  both  physical  and  mental.  When  the  health  service  of  an  insti- 
tution can  not  supply  the  desired  information,  the  applicant  should  have  his 
family  physician  send  in  a  report  on  his  physical  condition.  If  a  student's  appli- 
cation for  admission  is  approved  at  a  date  so  late  as  to  make  it  impossible  to 
obtain  a  health  certificate  before  classes  begin,  he  may  be  registered  temporarily 
pending  a  satisfactory  report  from  the  Health  Service. 

Physical  Examination.  —  Each  applicant  who  is  accepted  for  admission  must 
report  to  the  University  Health  Service  for  a  physical  examination  prior  to 
registration.  Appointments  for  this  examination  are  usually  made  in  the  month 
preceding  registration.  Each  applicant  is  also  urged  to  report  to  his  family 
physician  and  dentist  for  a  complete  examination,  including  Schick  and  Dick 
reactions  and  smallpox  vaccination.  The  applicant's  eyes  should  also  be  ex- 
amined and  fitted  with  glasses  if  needed.  A  statement  from  the  family  physician 
regarding  findings  and  immunization  procedures  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
Health  Service  of  the  University. 

Selection  of  Applicants.  —  As  the  capacity  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  is 
limited,  selection  of  applicants  is  necessary.  Selection  is  made  by  a  Committee 
on  Admissions.  No  student  will  be  considered  who  is  on  scholastic  probation  or 
who  has  been  dropped  for  poor  scholarship  from  the  last  institution  attended 
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prior  to  seeking  admission  to  the  University  of  Illinois.  Applicants  who  meet  in 
full  the  course  and  grade-average  requirements  will  be  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee. In  selecting  applicants,  the  committee  will  take  into  consideration  such 
factors  as  scholastic  records,  the  schools  and  colleges  previously  attended,  letters 
of  recommendation,  especially  from  teachers  in  the  laboratory  sciences,  health 
records,  aptitude  tests,  and  such  special  examinations  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  committee.  Other  factors  being  equal,  preferential  consideration  will  be  given 
to  applicants  who  are  residents  of  Illinois.  A  personal  interview  with  the  com- 
mittee is  desirable.  Invitations  to  register  will  be  sent  to  approved  applicants. 

Deposit.  —  Each  applicant  who  is  assigned  a  place  in  any  class  in  the  College 
of  Dentistry  is  required  to  make  a  deposit  of  $15  within  two  weeks  of  the  date 
of  notification  that  he  will  be  admitted.  This  deposit  will  be  applied  on  fees 
assessed  against  him  at  the  time  of  registration.  Failure  to  pay  this  deposit  within 
the  specified  time  will  subject  the  applicant  to  forfeiture  of  his  place.  No  deposit 
will  be  returned  unless  the  applicant  notifies  the  Examiner  and  Recorder,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  time  for  registration,  that  he  will  not  be  able  to  enter.  The 
Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  is  authorized  to  make  refunds  after  that 
time  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  circumstances  so  justify. 

Renewing  Applications.  —  An  applicant  who  has  been  accepted  for  admission 
but  fails  to  enroll,  and  who  wishes  to  enter  in  a  subsequent  year,  must  reapply 
for  admission  and  must  meet  all  the  requirements  in  force  at  the  time  of  his 
new  application. 

Special  Requirements 

In  addition  to  the  general  regulations  and  directions  as  stated  above,  each  ap- 
plicant for  admission  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  must  present  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  six  years  of  work  as  follows: 

(1)  Four  years  of  work  in  an  accredited  high  school  or  the  equivalent,  com- 
prising not  less  than  fifteen  units  in  acceptable  subjects,  including  prescribed 
subjects  as  follows:  English,  3  units;  algebra,  1  unit;  plane  geometry,  1  unit; 
laboratory  science,  1  unit. 

(2)  Two  years  of  work  in  approved  college  of  liberal  arts  and  sciences, 
comprising  not  less  than  sixty  semester  hours,  including  prescribed  subjects  as 
follows:  Hoursi 

Chemistry  (including  four  hours  of  organic  chemistry) 12 

Physics 6 

Biology  (including  general  zoology) 6 

English 6 

Electives  (excluding  military,  hygiene,  and  physical  education) 30 

Total 60 

Quantitative  analysis  and  physical  chemistry  are  recommended  as  electives. 
Since  the  function  of  the  pre-dental  years  is  to  supply  a  general  background 
for  the  student  as  well  as  specific  training  in  the  fundamental  concepts  of  the 
sciences,  it  is  recommended  that  the  elective  hours  also  include  history,  economics, 
sociology,  philosophy,  and  at  least  one  modern  language. 

The  course  requirements  as  stated  above  must  be  met  in  full  before  admis- 
sion will  be  granted.  No  deficiencies  are  permitted,  but  the  committee  on  admis- 
sions may  waive  full  compliance  with  the  course  specifications  if  the  applicant 
possesses  unusually  high  qualifications. 


1  I'.y  a  semester  hour  is  meant  the  work  of  a  class  meeting  one  hour  each  week   for  a  semester 
of    18   weeks.

Admission  with  Advanced  Standing.  —  Should  there  be  vacancies  in  upper 
classes,  students  who  meet  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  College  of 
Dentistry,  and  who  have  studied  dentistry  for  not  less  than  one  year  in  any 
college  accredited  by  the  University  of  Illinois,  may  be  admitted  with  advanced 
standing.  Such  students,  however,  will  be  required  to  comply  with  all  the  con- 
ditions of  the  curriculum  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  and  to  complete  not  less 
than  two,  preferably  three,  years  of  study  in  that  college.  Complete  credentials, 
including  a  letter  of  honorable  dismissal,  are  required  of  any  applicant  who  has 
previously  attended  a  dental  school.  Graduates  of  colleges  of  medicine  accredited 
by  the  University  of  Illinois  may  be  admitted  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  and 
given  credit  for  one  year  in  time  and  for  all  satisfactorily  completed  courses 
which  are  required  in  the  dental  curriculum. 

Admission  of  Unclassified  Students.  —  A  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  or 
over,  who  has  met  the  requirements  for  admission,  or  who  is  a  graduate  of  a 
recognized  dental  school,  may  be  admitted  as  an  unclassified  student,  to  take  a 
partial  schedule  of  work,  on  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Dentistry. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

A  candidate  for  a  degree  in  the  College  of  Dentistry  must  meet  the  following 
general  requirements:  (1)  show  evidence  of  good  moral  character,  (2)  pay  all 
indebtedness  to  the  University,  (3)  obtain  passing  grades  in  all  courses  of  the 
required  curriculum,  and  (4)  have  grades  of  "C"  or  better  in  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  total  hours  taken  in  the  College  and  counted  toward  the  degree.1 
In  addition  to  these  general  requirements  for  graduation,  the  special  requirements 
for  each  degree  are  as  follows: 

Bachelor  of  Science  in  Dentistry.  —  Awarded  to  students  who  have  completed 
the  first  two  years  of  work  in  the  College  of  Dentistry,  and  who  have  the  proper 
distribution  of  entrance  credits  (see  page  16). 

Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery.  —  Awarded  on  the  completion  of  the  four-year 
curriculum  in  dentistry.  At  least  the  third  and  fourth  years  must  be  completed  in 
the  College  of  Dentistry. 

1  Where  it  is  necessary  to  translate  percentages  into  literal  grades,  the  following  values  are 
used:  "A,"  92  to  100%;  "B  "  85  to  91%;  "C,"  75  to  84%;  "D,"  70  to  74%;  "E,"  below  70%, 
failure. 
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Honors 

A  student  who  complies  with  the  requirements  for  graduation,  and  who  attains 
in  all  work  presented  for  the  degree  the  average  grade  specified  below,  may  be 
recommended  by  the  University  Senate  for  the  honors  stated:  for  an  average 
grade  of  not  less  than  4.35,  graduation  with  honors;  for  an  average  grade  of  not 
less  than  4.75,  graduation  with  high  honors.  The  honors  awarded  are  noted  on 
the  diploma  and  in  the  Commencement  program. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  IN  ENGLAND 

The  College  of  Dentistry  has  long  been  recognized  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  London.  Graduates  in  dental  surgery  are  exempt 
from  the  preliminary  examinations  and  may  receive  credit  for  work  done  in  the 
College  of  Dentistry  toward  the  curriculum  of  studies  required  for  the  license  to 
practice  dentistry  in  England. 


SPECIAL  COURSES  FOR  DENTISTS 

Refresher  courses  of  one  to  twelve  weeks  duration  and  postgraduate  evening 
courses  are  offered  to  practicing  dentists.  Graduate  and  postgraduate  instruction 
in  the  dental  specialties  is  also  available.  For  complete  information  see  page  37 
of  this  catalog  and  also  the  Announcement  of  the  Graduate  College. 

GRADUATE  COURSES 

Courses  leading  to  advanced  degrees  are  offered  in  the  Departments  of  Applied 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Histology,  Oral  and  Maxillofacial  Surgery, 
Orthodontia,  and  Pedodontia.  Complete  information  on  these  courses  is  given  in 
the  Announcement  of  the  Graduate  College.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Examiner  and  Recorder,  1853  West  Polk  Street,  Chicago  12,  Illinois. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES 

All  fees  are  payable  in  full  when  the  student  registers.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  University  reserves  the  right  to  change  the  fees  at  any  time  through  pub- 
lication in  the  annual  announcements.

Late  Registration  Fee.  —  Former  students  who  register  after  the  regular 
registration  days  in  any  quarter  pay  a  late  registration  fee  of  $5. 

Special  Examination  Fee.  —  For  any  special  examination  to  remove  a  failure, 
the  fee  is  $5. 
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Study-list  Change  Fee.  —  A  fee  of  $1  is  charged  for  every  study-list  change 
slip  issued  later  than  the  Saturday  noon  following  the  regular  registration  days. 
This  rule  applies  also  to  registration  for  electives  after  the  dates  specified  for 
regular  registration. 

Transcript  Fee.  —  Each  student  who  has  paid  all  his  University  fees  is  en- 
titled to  receive,  without  charge,  one  transcript  of  his  record.  For  each  addi- 
tional transcript  the  fee  is  50  cents. 

Fees  for  Part-time  Students.  —  All  part-time  students  in  the  College  of 
Dentistry  pay  the  regular  laboratory  and  building  service  fees  as  shown  in  the 
table  for  full-time  students.  Instead  of  the  regular  laboratory  materials  fees,  a 
part-time  student  will  be  charged  only  for  such  materials  as  apply  to  the  courses 
in  which  he  is  registered. 

Residents  of  Illinois  registered  for  partial  programs  of  two  hundred  clock 
hours  or  less  in  a  quarter  in  the  College  of  Dentistry  pay  tuition  fees  at  the  rate 
of  $2.50  for  twenty-five  clock  hours  or  fraction  thereof.  Non-Illinois  students 
registered  for  partial  programs  pay  double  this  rate.  Students  taking  more  than 
two  hundred  clock  hours  in  a  quarter  pay  the  full  tuition  fees. 

Listener's  Fee.  —  For  each  25  clock  hours  or  fraction  thereof  in  the  College 
of  Dentistry  persons  not  connected  with  the  University  who  attend  classes  as 
listeners  pay  $10  if  residents  of  Illinois,  or  $20  if  nonresidents. 

Fees  for  Unclassified  Students.  —  Fees  charged  unclassified  students  are 
based  on  the  amount  of  work  taken. 

Summer  Fees  in  Dental  Technics  and  Clinics.  —  Tuition,  $12.50;  materials 
fee,  $12.50;  total,  $25.  Students  registering  for  half  the  summer  pay  half  these 
fees.  Students  without  deficiencies  who  work  in  the  infirmary  on  a  voluntary 
basis  are  exempt  from  these  fees. 

Service  Charge  for  Deferred  Fees.  —  In  cases  of  necessity,  students  may 
arrange  for  deferment  of  fees  by  calling  at  the  Business  Office,  Room  128,  Medi- 
cal and  Dental  College  Laboratories  Building.  A  service  charge  of  ten  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  fees  deferred,  but  not  to  exceed  $2  a  quarter,  will  be  charged 
for  the  privilege  of  deferring  fees,  and  this  charge  must  be  paid  on  the  day  of 
registration.  If  deferred  fees  are  paid  in  full  within  ten  days  after  registration, 
the  service  charge  will  be  refunded  except  that  a  minimum  service  charge  of  $1 
will  be  retained  by  the  University  in  all  cases.  The  service  charge,  not  less  than 
one-third  of  the  current  quarter's  fees,  and  all  fees  and  charges  from  previous 
terms  must  be  paid  on  the  day  of  registration.  Failure  to  meet  payments  of  fees 
within  the  time  limits  will  cancel  at  once  the  privilege  of  attending  classes.  Reg- 
istration is  not  completed  until  fees  are  paid  in  full,  and  no  credit  will  be 
recorded  for  class  work  completed  unless  all  fees  and  other  charges  have  been 
paid  in  full.  Deferred  payment  of  fees  delays  the  completion  of  registration  but 
extends  the  privilege  of  attending  classes  pending  payment  of  fees  in  full  as 
described  above. 

Refunds.  —  If  a  student  withdraws  within  ten  days  after  the  beginning  of 
instruction,  his  total  fees  (except  the  $15  deposit)  will  be  refunded.  After  ten 
days  and  before  the  expiration  of  one  month,  a  refund  of  two-thirds  of  his  total 
fees  will  be  made.  After  one  month  and  before  the  expiration  of  two  months,  a 
refund  of  one-third  of  these  fees  will  be  made.  After  the  expiration  of  two 
months,  no  part  of  the  fees  will  be  refunded. 
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Expenses 

From  eighty  to  one  hundred  dollars  a  month  may  be  regarded  as  adequate  for 
the  ordinary  living  expenses  of  a  student  in  Chicago,  exclusive  of  books,  clothing, 
railroad  fare,  and  miscellaneous  needs.  A  ten-story  Y.M.C.A.  building  located 
three  blocks  from  the  campus  of  the  University  affords  a  comfortable  home  for  a 
limited  number  of  students.

Each  student  is  also  required  to  supply  himself  with  a  microscope  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  first  year  in  the  College  of  Dentistry.  The  cost  of  the  microscope 
is  in  addition  to  the  expense  listed  above.  All  microscopes  must  be  approved  by 
the  Head  of  the  Histology  Department.  The  instruments  purchased  during  the 
four  years  constitute  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  a  dental  office.  New  micro- 
scopes, instruments,  and  supplies  may  be  purchased  or  rented  at  the  Student 
Supply  Store,  which  is  operated  by  the  University  on  a  non-profit  basis  as  a 
service  to  the  students. 


SCHOLARSHIPS,  PRIZES,  AND  LOAN  FUNDS 
Scholarships 

General  Assembly  Scholarships.  —  Each  member  of  the  General  Assembly 
may  make  one  nomination  annually.  Nominations  must  be  received  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  no  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  the  year  in 
which  the  scholarships  are  to  become  effective.  Holders  of  these  scholarships 
are  exempt  from  the  tuition  fee  but  not  from  other  fees. 

State  Military  Scholarships.  —  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  in  1919 
and  1943  provide  scholarships  for  veterans  of  World  War  I  and  World  War  II 
who,  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  were  residents  of  Illinois  or  students  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.  These  scholarships  exempt  the  holders  from  the  tuition  fees  in 
any  department  of  the  University.  In  1943,  the  General  Assembly  also  established 
one  scholarship  in  each  county  for  descendants  of  veterans  of  World  War  I  and 
one  scholarship  for  descendants  of  veterans  of  World  War  II.  These  scholarships 
are  awarded  by  competitive  examination  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June. 

Prizes 

Noyes  Seminar  Prise.  —  Dr.  Frederick  B.  Noyes,  during  his  fourteen  years 
as  Dean  of  the  College  of  Dentistry,  offered  annual  prizes  for  the  three  best 
papers  written  by  students  in  the  fourth-year  seminar,  a  course  in  the  writing  of 
professional  and  scientific  papers.  The  first  prize  was  $25,  the  second  $15,  and 
the  third  $10.  At  the  time  of  Dean  Noyes's  retirement  in  1940,  members  of  the 
faculty,  alumni,  and  friends  established  a  fund  to  continue  the  annual  awards  for 
twelve  years  under  the  name  of  the  Frederick  B.  Noyes  Seminar  Prize.  When- 
ever the  committee  on  awards  is  unable  to  determine  which  of  two  papers  is  the 
better,  the  prize  is  divided.

Sigma  Xi  Prize.  —  A  prize  of  $25  is  awarded  annually  by  the  Society  of 
Sigma  Xi  for  the  best  piece  of  scientific  investigation  on  the  part  of  any  student 
in  the  College  of  Dentistry,  the  College  of  Medicine-,  or  the  Chicago  departments 
of  the  Graduate  College,  who  is  without  a  salaried  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University. 

Loan  Funds 

Students  in  the  College  of  Dentistry  are  eligible  to  apply  for  assistance  from  the 
general  loan  funds  of  the  University  which  have  been  established  for  the  benefit 
of  worthy  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  one  year  of  work- 
in  the  University  and  are  in  need  of  financial  aid  in  order  to  finish  their  courses. 
Information  concerning  these  funds  and  the  regulations  governing  loans  may  be 
obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

Gallie-Dittmar  Student  Loan  Fund.  —  Emergency  loans  to  students  in  the 
College  of  Dentistry  are  made  from  this  fund,  which  is  named  in  honor  of  the 
late  Dr.  D.  M.  Gallie,  Professor  of  Clinical  Operative  Dentistry,  Emeritus,  and 
Dr.  G.  W.  Dittmar,  Professor  of  Clinical  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Emeritus.  The 
fund  has  been  augmented  at  various  times  through  gifts  from  interested 
individuals.

PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Instruction  in  the  College  of  Dentistry  is  offered  to  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  and  to  graduate  students  who  may  or  may  not  be 
candidates  for  higher  degrees.  The  curriculum  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Dental  Surgery  extends  through  four  academic  years  as  summarized  on 
page  26.  Since  dentistry  draws  upon  the  same  sciences  as  does  medicine,  courses 
in  these  sciences  are  taught  by  the  staff  of  the  College  of  Medicine.  The  dental 
student,  however,  has,  in  addition,  to  train  himself  in  the  use  of  his  hands  so  that 
he  may  execute  the  multitude  of  fine  technical  operations  essential  in  the  treat- 
ment of  oral  disease.  For  this  reason,  the  related  science  courses  are  distributed 
differently  from  those  in  the  College  of  Medicine,  although  practically  all  courses 
are  identical,  and  medical  and  dental  students  are  together  in  both  lectures  and 
laboratories.  Except  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  second  year,  a  student  in  the 
College  of  Dentistry  is  required  to  carry  only  two  fundamental  science  courses 
concurrently;  this  necessitates  the  continuation  of  his  fundamental  sciences 
through  the  third  year. 

Those  courses  devoted  to  the  training  of  the  dental  student  in  the  technical 
phases  of  his  work  are  likewise  distributed  over  the  first  three  years  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  induce  a  gradual  and  thorough  development  of  his  skill  by  so 
ordering  his  work  that  he  progresses  from  the  simple  towards  the  complex.  In 
order  to  awaken  in  him  appreciation  of  the  need  for  careful  study  of  supporting 
sciences,  he  is  introduced  to  the  clinic  by  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  his  first 
year.  His  training  in  basic  technics  and  their  application  in  the  laboratory 
continues. 

The  clinical  facilities  and  equipment  in  the  dental  infirmaries  are  of  the 
most  modern  design.  Fully-equipped  operating  units  are  provided  in  the  major 
clinical  departments  to  simulate  the  privacy  of  a  dental  office. 

During  the  third  and  fourth  years,  a  student  who  has  shown  special  aptitude 
and  whose  previous  work  has  been  of  a  sufficiently  high  quality  may  be  permitted 
to  pursue  advanced  work  in  any  department.  If  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  the 
student's  application  and  attainment  are  regarded  as  of  a  sufficiently  high  char- 
acter, he  may  be  awarded  an  honorary  research  assistantship. 

Each  year  more  hospitals  are  establishing  dental  interneships.  Students  of 
the  College  of  Dentistry  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  these  opportunities  to 
gain  experience  before  entering  private  practice,  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
assist  fourth-year  students  in  securing  such  positions  for  the  year  following 
graduation. 

The  faculty  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  each  year  nominates  and  supervises 
two  dental  internes  and  one  resident  for  the  University  of  Illinois  Research  and 
Educational  Hospitals.  The  College  also  each  year  nominates  a  dental  interne  for 
the  Cook  County  Hospital,  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary  for  Children  in  Boston, 
the  Eastman  Dental  Clinic  in  Rochester,  and  many  other  institutions.  A  list  of 
all  desirable  interneships  is  maintained  in  the  Administrative  Office.

Note:  The  course  in  bacteriology  is  offered  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  second  year 
and  continued  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  third  year.  Instruction  is  based  upon  a  study 
of  fundamental  principles  involving  morphology,  physiology,  and  distribution  of  bacteria 
and  related  organisms.  Following  a  brief  study  of  representative  members  of  nonpatho- 
genic and  useful  species,  the  student  is  introduced  to  harmful  bacteria  and  the  nature  of 
the  diseases  which  they  produce  together  with  immunological  and  serological  considera- 
tions. Pathogenic  fungi,  protozoa,  and  viruses  are  included  in  this  beginning  course,  as 
well  as  organisms  responsible  for  tropical  diseases.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on 
the  ubiquitous  nature  of  bacteria  so  that  the  student  can  more  readily  comprehend  epi- 
demiological problems  and  the  host-parasite  relationship  in  subsequent  courses.  A  study 
of  preventive  medicine  and  hygiene   follows  in  natural   sequence.   Practical  aspects  of 
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sanitary  science  and  the  control  of  communicable  diseases  are  emphasized  as  they  are 
related  to  public  health  practice.

The  faculty  consists  of  the  faculty  of  the 
College  of  Dentistry  and  guest  members  of  the  College  of  Medicine  and  of  other 
institutions  in  Chicago  and  elsewhere.  Registration  is  limited  and  applicants  must 
be  properly  qualified.  From  time  to  time  announcements  will  be  made  of  courses, 
giving  details  of  registration,  numbers  accepted,  tuition  fees,  and  similar 
information. 

The  postgraduate  courses  in  dentistry  are  designed  for  veteran  dental  officers 
and  civilian  dentists  who  wish  to  supplement  their  training  in  basic  and  clinical 
fields  of  dentistry.  These  courses  are  not  accepted  by  the  Graduate  College  for 
advanced  degrees,  and  no  grades  are  given,  but  the  University  keeps  a  record  of 
the  registration  and  of  the  time  spent  by  each  registrant.  The  courses  come  under 
the  provisions  of  Public  Laws  346  and  16.

TWELVE-WEEK  REFRESHER  COURSES 

P.G.  301-307.  Twelve-week  Refresher  Course.  —  This  course  is  designed  for  a  review 
of  both  the  biologic  and  clinical  phases  of  dentistry  and  includes  didactic  and 
clinical  instruction  in  operative  dentistry,  crown  and  bridge,  complete  and  partial 
dentures,  root-canal  therapy,  periodontia,  pedodontia,  oral  surgery,  oral  pa- 
thology and  oral  diagnosis.  The  program  constitutes  a  return  to  college  for  a 
three-month  period  of  intensive  study  with  special  emphasis  on  recent  technical 
and  therapeutic  advances.  Instruction  includes  lectures,  seminars,  demonstra- 
tions, and  clinic.  While  this  course  originally  was  designed  primarily  for  re- 
cently released  veteran  dental  officers,  it  has  also  been  adapted  to  civilian  dentists 
and  to  graduates  of  foreign  dental  schools. 

The  fall  course  begins  the  day  after  Labor  Day,  and  the  winter  course  the 
day  after  New  Year's.  Each  course  is  limited  to  six  students.

Direct  and 
indirect  methods  of  casting  bridge  retainers.  Manipulation  of  hydrocolloid  ma- 
terials, waxes,  gold  alloys,  and  investments,  veneer  crowns,  porcelain  and  cast 
gold  types.  Application  of  acrylic  resins.  Lectures,  demonstrations,  and  labo- 
ratory.   Professor  Tylman,  Assistant  Professors  Bazola  and  Ragan,  Dr.  Curtis. 
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FOUR-WEEK  REFRESHER  COURSES 

P.G.  308.  Complete  Denture  Prosthesis.  —  (Four  weeks).  Theory  and  methods  of 
restoring  the  masticatory  mechanism  of  the  edentulous  patient  with  special  em- 
phasis on  centric  registration,  correct  vertical  dimension,  and  balanced  occlusion. 
Application  of  the  biologic  aspects  of  complete  denture  prosthesis  to  clinical 
treatment.  Construction  of  complete  upper  and  lower  dentures  for  a  patient.

P.G.  309.  Minor  Oral  Surgery. —  (Four  weeks).  Designed  primarily  for  the  general 
practitioner.  Limited  clinical  instruction,  oral  examination  and  diagnosis.  Con- 
sideration of  the  pathologic  processes  of  oral  diseases.  Essentials  of  maxillo- 
facial surgery.  Participation  in  difficult  cases  by  staff.  Professor  Sarnat,  As- 
sociate Professors  Olech  and  Weinmann,  Assistant  Professors  Steinmeyer  and 
DuBrul. 

EVENING  POSTGRADUATE  LECTURES  AND 
SEMINAR  COURSES 

These  courses  are  designed  to  make  available  postgraduate  instruction  to  dentists 
who  are  unable  to  reduce  their  office  hours  during  the  day.  The  courses  meet 
usually  on  six  successive  Monday  or  Wednesday  evenings   from  7:30  to  9:30.

P.G.  350.  Physiology  of  the  Masticatory  Mechanism.  —  Series  of  six  lectures  and 
seminars  on  the  biology,  function,  and  treatment  of  the  masticatory  mechanism. 
Anatomy  and  physiology.  The  rest  position  of  the  mandible.  Full  mouth  re- 
construction to  restore  lost  vertical  dimensions.  Clinical  pathology  of  the  tem- 
poromandibular joint.  Centric  registration  in  complete  denture  construction 
(demonstration).  Denture  space  and  its  registration  in  full  denture  construction 
(motion  picture  and  demonstration).  Final  period  devoted  to  round  table 
discussion.    Professor  Kubacki  and  staff. 

P.G.  351.  Recent  Advances  in  Caries  Control.  —  Series  of  six  lectures  and  seminars 
on  etiology  and  control  of  dental  caries  with  special  emphasis  on  caries  activity 
tests,  including  oral  lactobacilli  counts,  salivary  termination  rates,  and  enamel 
solubility  tests;  evaluation  of  methods  of  caries  control,  including  ammonia, 
fluorine,  dietary  and  hygiene  therapy.

Fundamentals  of  Oral  Surgery  I.  —  Series  of  six  lectures  and  seminars 
relating  the  basic  sciences  to  oral  surgery,  including  growth  and  development  of 
the  face  and  jaws,  surgical  anatomy  of  the  head  and  neck,  etiology  and  treatment 
of  hemorrhage,  chemotherapy  and  antibiotics,  nutritional  requirements  of  the 
surgical  patient.

Emphasis  on  malnutrition  in  relation  to  dental  health  and  dietary  management  in 
oral  diseases.  Clinical  recognition  of  deficiency  states.  Associate  Professor 
Massler. 

P.G.  391.  Cancer  Control  and  Oral  Diagnosis. —  (Beginning  October  6,  1948).  Series 
of  six  lectures  and  seminars  on  the  characteristics  and  differential  diagnosis  of 
oral  cancers  and  other  oral  lesions.  Public  health  aspects  of  cancer.  Cancer 
research.  Surgical  and  prosthetic  reconstruction.  Final  period  devoted  to  a 
round-table  discussion.    Professor  Sarnat  and  staff. 

P.G.  392.  Histopathology  of  Oral  Tumors. —  (Beginning  October  5,  1948).  Lectures 
and  microscopic  study.  Experimental  and  clinical  carcinogenesis ;  premalignant 
and  malignant  lesions  of  the  oral  mucosa;  tumors  of  the  jaws,  face,  and  major  and 
minor  salivary  glands ;  odontogenic  tumors.  Assistant  Professor  Steinmeyer  and 
staff.

Cancer  Society.   Tuition  fees  have  been  waived  through  the  courtesy  of  this  society.
